RESOLUTION RETAINING ATTORNEY TIMOTHY M. BURKE AND THE LAW FIRM
OF MANLEY BURKE, LPA TO SERVE AS SPECIAL LEGAL COUNSEL TO
ADVISE THE MAYOR

WHEREAS, Section 8.04 of the Village Charter provides that Village Council may retain
special legal counsel as may be required or necessary.

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED by the Council of the Village of Georgetown,
Brown County, Ohio, a majority or more of all members thereof concurring as follows:

SECTION 1: The Council of the Village of Georgetown (“Village Council”) hereby
authorizes and retains Attorney Timothy M. Burke and the law firm of Manley Burke, LPA to serve
as special legal counsel to the Mayor. A copy of the Fee Agreement is attached as Exhibit A and
incorporated herein by reference.

SECTION 2: That this Council hereby finds and determines that all formal actions relative
to the passage of this Resolution were taken in an open meeting of this Council, and that all
deliberations of this Council and of its Committees, if any, which resulted in formal action, were taken

in meetings open to the public, in full compliance with applicable legal requirements, including
Section 121.22 of the Ohio Revised Code.

SECTION 3: This Resolution shall take effect at the earliest period allowed by law.

Dear Mayor:

Manley Burke is pleased to represent you with regard to a potential action under
Article IV Section 4.04 of the Charter of the Village of Georgetown. We have represented
numerous local governments in Ohio as special counsel or in representing clients involved
in disputes with local governments.

Our task will be to advise you regarding your rights under the Georgetown
Charter, and if two members of Council elect to initiate an action seeking your removal,
defend your right to fulfill your term of office as the Mayor of Georgetown.

IV. METHOD OF CHARGES AND PAYMENT

We bill for our services on an hourly basis for each one tenth of an hour of
time. Our rates for attorneys range from $510 to $350 an hour. While my general
hourly rate is at the top end of that range, I have maintained a practice of billing local
governments and their officials at lower rates and in this matter, I will bill at $350 per
hour. That is the same rate I charged the Village of Bethel when acting as special
counsel to chair a hearing involving the police chief, I anticipate that I will use a law
clerk to conduct certain legal research.

As discussed above, we also employ a full-time paralegal, law clerks (full or part
time) and/or a planning co-op student. Their rates are substantially lower and we use
them when appropriate. We generally review all our rates annually.

In addition to our hourly fees, we also bill for our out-of-pocket expenses for such
things as extraordinary copying costs, filing fees, court reporter costs and so on, We send
out our bills shortly after the first of each month, They are due and payable within g0
days. Bills not paid within that period of time draw interest at the rate of ten percent per
year.
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V. DURATON OF ENGAGEMENT

Either you, the client, or Manley Burke may terminate the engagement at any time
for any reason by written notice to the other, subject on our part to applicable Rules of
Professional Conduct. In the event that we terminate the engagement, we will take such
steps as are reasonably practicable to protect your interests in this matter, and, if you
request, we will suggest possible successor counsel and provide you with whatever papers
you have provided to us. If permission for withdrawal is required by a court, we will
promptly apply for such permission and assist you as you may desire to engage successor
counsel,
